against  valuable  pledgee.  The  diflTiculties  of  repayment  were  solved  in 
right  royal  fashion  by  the  King  banishing  the  Jews,  liut  the  Jews. con- 
trived before  leaving  to  dispooe  of  their  iecurilies  to  two  Men|Hiltlanii 
on  v^y  easy  terms.  The  buyera  oiTered.  the  pledges  to  the  original 
owners  at  a  reasonable  profit  on  llle  transacUon,  and  also  offered  further 
loans  without  interest  on  the  old  security.  I'liilanthropic  i;ifl*  ^«<-''e 
then  inade  to  the  institution  on  condition  that  it  advanced  loans  without., 
interest,,  and  in  this  way  the  bank  started  practically  as  «  charitaltle 
pawnbrpkcr.    (Jradually  however,  it 'developed  into  a  Irnnk,  doing

Modern  research  has  shown  that  the  ocean  contains  in  solution  nearly 
every  element  that  exists  upon  the  earth,  and  that  these  elements  exist 
in  the  water  in  proportion  nearly  corresponding  to  the  mei\n  solubility 
of  their  various  compounds.  Thus  gold  and  silver  and  most  of  the 
other  heavy  metals  are  found  to  exist  there.  Sonnenstadt  found  about 
14  Brains  of  gol.1  to  the  ton  of  sea-wnter,  or  a  dollar's  worth  in  leu  than 
two  tons. 
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
